They 
were lying side by side, as if he had swal- 
lowed the contents one at a time and then 
placed the empty bottles in a row where 
they could be seen. 

His Farewell Letter. 

On the dresser there was a writing pad 
with a pencil lying across it. On the pad 
he had wr.tten a farewll letter to the 
members of the business fraternity to 
whieh he belonged. The letter was as fol- 
lows: 

“April 5, 19090.—To the Newspaper Men: 
By an examination of my grip you will 
find my credentials. Please send marked 
copies of your respective papers to: 

“James M. Dickensheets, Burlington, 
Mo. 

“M. L. McCoy. West Plains, Mo. 

“My last request is: Do not allow my 
body to become a subject for the dissect- 
ing class. Bury me any way you see fit, 
but for the love of God do not allow any 
medical college to get me. Yours frater- 
nally, F. O. DICKENSHEETS.”’ 

Left His Photograph Convenient. 

. Leaning against the mirror of the dress- 
er, and by the letter, was a cabinet photo- 
graph of himself, which the young man 
had thoughtfully left for the newspapers. 

With him the ruling passion was truly 
strong in death. . He was a newspaper 
man himself, and with that appreciation 
of what a reporter would want to write a 
“story’’ of .ae suicide, he left the letter 
and picture. 

When the grip was opened by the coro- 
ner it was ascertained that Dickensheets 
was a traveling agent for The Kansas 
City Journal. Passes over several rail- 
roads were found, and blank receipts for 
subscriptions to The Kansas City Jour- 
nal. 

Last Moments a Merry Jest. 

Making life a merry jest, when he felt 
that it was about to end in a suicide’s 
grave, Dickensheets mapped out his pro- 

gramme for his departure from earth, ‘The 
few dollars he had in his purse could but 
give some little farewell pleasure at most. 

With the last dollar he decided the time 
had come to end the struggle, and he took 
the bill from his pocket, tore it in two, 
with a laugh and a joke, and gave it 
away. 

He passed into his room, locked the 
door behind him and took a small flask 
of whisky from his grip. The flask, still 


containing whisky, was found, and a cup | 


on the dresser had the odor of the liquor. 
Into the whisky he dropved the contents 
of the four vials of morphine. 

Upon the pad he wrote to the newspa- 
per men, placed his photograph where it 
could be seen, swallowed the poison, un- 
dressed and went to bed. 

The fact that the letter bears the date 
of April 5th indicates that it was after 12 
o'clock Wednesday night when he re- 
tired. 

Coroner Takes the Body. 

Coroner Stamps was notified and he had 
the body removed to Hillburn & Bow- 
den’s, undertakers. An inquest will be 
held this morning. 

Hiow long the young man had _ been 
dead when his body was found could not 
be told, but it must have been several 
hours. 

All that the coroner could tell last night 
was that it was a case of deliberate sui- 
cide, judging from what was found in the 
room; that the dead man had left the 
world penniless, and that he had a horror 
of the dissecting table when death itself 
held for him no terror. 

Those to whom he requested papers to 
be sent will be notified of his death by the 
coroner.

Dickensheets is an unusual name, but 
apparentiv the Denver.newsnaver man 
knows of no such person as the man 
claimine to be of The Kansas City Jour- 
nal. This fact would seem to indicate 
that the suicide had been passing him- 
self off as some one else. 

Another strange feature of the case is 
the fact that F. D. Olds. 
which Dickensheets registered, 
newspaper man with The Kansas 
Journal. 

On the other hand. in support of the 
theory that F. 0. Dickensheet was the 
name of the suicide, is the fact 
had in his pocket railroad passes ‘nade 
‘out “F. O. Dickerisheets, agent, Kansas 
City Journal,’’ and that he requested that 
his relatives of that name be notifies. 

One of the relatives whom he wished 
notified was named McCoy. It may be 
more than a coincidence that the photo- 
graph left by him for the papers was 
taken by ““McCoy."’ of West Piains, Mo.” 

His Name May Be Spooner, 

Kansas City, Mo.,. April 
It is thought here that the “F. O, Dickin- 
sheets’’ who killed himself in a hotel at 
Atlanta today is a/roving newspaper 
man named C. A. Spooner, who worked 
in the proofroom of The Journal here for 
a fewdavs a couple of weeks ago. and 
who was later sent out by the circulating 
department. 

Nothing has been heard of him for 
several davs. Spooner has worked re- 
cently on the Lincoln. Neb., Journal, The 
Omaha World-Herald and The Minne- 
apolis Times. He was a mornhine fiend. 
and was not well batanced mentally. He 
was about thirty-five years old, of me- 
dium height. slender with verv hollow 
face and wore a rather heavy dark mus- 
tache. He had been married, but it is 
understood that his wife and children are 
mil dead. At least he has not been living 
with them for some months. He was 
nearly venniless in Kansas City.

AN ERROR IN THE AMENDMENT 


North Carolina Legislature Will Meet 
and Correct It. 

Raleigh, N. C., April 4.—(Special.)—Di- 
rectly after the legislature adjourned last 
March the democrats found there was an 
error in the verbia,e of the constitutional 
amendment to limit the negro franchise 
on which the people are to vote next Au- 
gust. In one place it is, required to be 
ratified by a majority vote and in another 
by a majority of the registered vote. 
The legislature meets again in June for 
the sole purpose of safeguarding the 
amendment and the election law and will 
make the correction by striking out the 
provision requiring a majority of the reg- 
istered vote. The republicans had thought 
the democrats unaware of this defect and 
counting on registering all the negroes 
and then if the latter did not vote, it 
would be nearly as dangerous to the 
amendment as votes against it.

Sti:ndard Telephone Company and the At- 
lanta Trust and Banking Company came 
to an end yesterday morning when Judge 
J. H. Lumpkin handed down his decision 
in the case and a consent decree was 


taken. 

The court’s decision means that ths 
telephone company may now proceed with 
its $600,000 bond transfer to the City Trust, 
Safe Deposit and Surety Company of Phil- 
adelhia. | 

Thys, Of course, dissolves any injunction 
which (xist: d and the matter of receiver- 
ship wAs eliminated. The court declined 
to -emove the Atlanta Trust and Banking 
Company as trustee, but allowed it to re- 
main in office so as to cancel the mort- 
gage given to it by the telephone com- 


pany. 

Judge Lumpkin required the telephone 
company to give a bond of $20,000 to pro- 
tect the holders of all outstanding bonds 
of the old issue, and further required the 
telephone company to pay the Atlanta 
Trust and Banking Company, as trustee, 
the sum of $78, and to the trustee's 
counsel a like sum. This amount was to 
be in full settlement of all services ren- 
dered by the trustee in the past and all 
services to be rendered by it in the execu- 
tion of the trust in future. 

Counsel for the telephone company ten- 
dered the City Trust, Safe Deposit and 
Security Company as security, and it was 
accepted by the court. The necessary 
$).000 bond will be made, sent to Philadel- 
phia for signature and will then be filed 
with the elerk of the superior court here. 
The telephone company announced that 
it was prepared to make the payments re- 
quired by the court and this ended the 
litigation. 

Something of Litigation. 

It may be remembered that on Feoru- 
ary 13th last the Atlanta Standard Tele- 
phone Company filed a petitiom in the su- 
perior court, asking for the removal of the 
Atlanta Trust and Banking Company as 
trustee, and filed simultaneously a petl- 
tion to enjoin the trust company from un- 
dertaking to declare any of the bonds, 
secured by the trust deed, due and to pre- 
vent -it from foreclosing the mortgage. 

The Atlanta Trust and Banking Com- 
pany then filed a counter petition against 
the telephone ccmpany for injunction and 
receiver, and sought to declare all the 
bonds secured by the mortgage due. The 
hearing began several days ago before 
Judge Lumpkin in the superior court. 
Counsel representing both ‘sides agreed 
that Judge Lumpkin should hear and 4de- 
termine the questions of law ands fact 
without the intervention of a jury. 

Considerable time was consumed in the 
introduction of evidence and on Wednes- 
day morning argument was begun. Late 
that afternoon the case closed and the 
court announced that it would reserve de- 
cision. The closing part of the hearing 
was upon the matter of fees. Judge Lump- 
kin handed down his decree yesterday 
morning. 

The Philadelphia people who have, it 
is wynderstood, invested considerable 
money in the new telephone company, are 
said to have complete*control of the en- 
terprise. The annual meeting of the stock- 
holders of the company was held last 
Monday and it was announced during the 
session that the workings of the ex- 


change, which has been in operation for | 
some time past, were satigfactory in every | 


way. 

It was stated that, outside of a few 
bonds, which they have not been able to 
locate, all indebtedness of every character 
had been settled and that there were no 
judgments, executions, liens or debts at 
present against the property.

“T am disposed to resent the insinuation 
that we rushed into the arms of a re- 
ceivership as a welcome refuge. Our 
surrender was far from voluntary and we 
cnly forestalled the action of the com- 
plainants by consenting tu a receivership 
as a@ measure of protection and ijimpera- 
tive necessity. A federal receivership will 
have a tendency to lessen subsequent liti- 
gation and greatly simplify liquidation. 
Any other course would have left us at 
the mercy of the siate courts. with all 
that implies.”’

In the United States circuit court yester- 
day morning Judge Pardee rendered a de- 
cision in the injunction case of the Ma- 
loney Directory Company versus the 
Foote & Davies Company, declining to 
grant the restraining order prayed for. 

In his decision Judge Pardee held in fa- 
vor of the defendants on every material 
point, declaring that the nature of the 
contract between the two directory com- 
| panies was such that one could not legal- 
ly copyright against the other, as both 
used the same type and did much of the 
work of compilation jointly. He denied 
that gny breach of contract appeared in 
that the defendants had used sub- 
urban mamesg claimed as the i  ex- 
clusive right of the plaintiffs to use, 
holding that the fallure to remove such 


names from the forms was attributable 
to the negligence of the plaintiffs. 

sut without reference to any breach of 
contract, Judge Pardee took the ground 
that no infringement of copyright could 
have been possible, for the reason that 
the Foote & Davies directory had been 
printed before a copyright had been ap- 
plied for by Manager Maloney, 

The injunction case in the _ superior 
court on the ground of breach of contract 
was dismissed by the Maloney Directory 
Company, leaving the Foote & Davies 
Company free to proceed with the deliv- 
ery of their directories. 

Shortly after 1 o'clock the interrupted 
work of delivery was resumed. 

It is expected that the Maloney direct- 
ory will be issued from the bindery of 
the Franklin company today or tomor-
